Section 5. The sum of $125,000,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated from the Fund the Police
Grant Fund to the Illinois Law Enforcement Training Standards
Board for grants to units of local government for all expenses
related to the administration of the statutory provisions of

the Fund the Police Act, in the approximate amounts below:

for the purchase of other law enforcement
